Sin,—The letter of Mr, Mack worth, in your Journal of Saturday last, makes it ne- 
cessary that I should reply; and I cannot but regret that he has seen fit to attack me 
personally rather than reply to my arguments against ‘‘ over-legislation ”’ in colliery 
management. I think it is generally a proof of a bad cause when persons, in defend - 
ing their own views, are obliged to resort to personal insult towards those who differ 
from them in opinion, and J, therefore, pass over the incorrect remarks of Mr. Mack- 
work relative to myself by simply stating— 

1. That I am prepared to prove that he has made both impracticable and dangerous 
rules relative to the management of collieries in this district, and rules that he never 
would have made but for the entire want of that practical experience in the manage- 
ment of mines which the Committee of the House of very ——_ 
mended in their report as to enable an inspector Saree fulfil his duties, 

ve both colliery owners and the Say? any confidence in his recommenda- 
tions ( remark will not apply to any o! inspector that Iam aware of); and I 
am fortified in this opinion by the fact that Mr. Dunn, the able inspector of the im- 
portant colliery distriets of Northumberland and Darham, and who, it is well known, 
has had very great practical experience in the management of collieries, and is most 
thoroughly competent to form an opinion, together with, I believe, one or two other 
inspectors, refused to sanction and su several of the propositions which Mr. 
Mack worth laid before the Mining Conference in London last year. 

2. Relativeto Mr. Mackworth’s grave charge, that lives have been sacrificed in this 
colliery through my neglect, I must be allowed to say it is a gross misrepresentation ;

certainly not allow even Mr. Mackworth publicly to charge me with the manslaughter 
of oye in my employ without (after such a arge has proved and pronou 

to unfounded) taking steps to prevent his acting in so un-English and illegal a way. 

8. Relative to Mr, Mackworth’s remarks about the ventilation of my collieries. I 
defy him to point to a single colliery in the whole of his district where there is better 
ventilation, or where more efforts are being made to promote the comfort and safety 
of the men Cp der Iam not aware that I have had the honour of a visit from 
Mr. Mackworth during the last year and a half, and I think, therefore, he is not quite 
competent to pronounce an opinion as to the state of the ventilation at my collieries. 
The fact is, the course usually taken by Mr. Mackworth in case of accidents is to en- 
deavour to fasten upon owners allthe blame, Whenit.is well known by every person 
practically aequainted with the subject that the majority of accidents in collieries 
happen through the carelessness and reckless conduct of the men themselves—on the 
part of whom there is too frequently an utter disregard of all the precautions and 
rules laid down for the protection of their own lives—and impressed with this idea, 
T have, during the last 12 months, spent no small amount of time, labour, and money 
in the formation of # Mining Institute in this district, for the purpose of moting 
the spread of that information likely to prevent accidents in mines; and during the 
last six months the coalmasters of Bristol, Somersetshire, South Wales, and the Forest 
of Dean, have at their own expense engaged a gentleman of great practical experi- 
ence in mining, whose time has been Serer devoted to the spread of informa- 
tion among the coalmasters, viewers, agents, and workpeople employed at the various 
collieries of this district, and who is now employed in giving lectures on ‘ Mining 

and the to Prevent them,” at each colliery. 

I merely mention this to show that colliery proprietors are not the reckless, grasp- 
ing, inhuman, and careless class that it is the interest of Mr. Mackworth to represent 
them to be. There is another-point that must not be lost sight of—viz., that the 
owners of collieries are often unable at once to carry out improvements they them- 
selves see the importance of, in consequence of the position of their works, terms of 
their leases, situation and size of pits, and many other circumstances over which they 
have no control, and which circumstances they are obliged to take as they are, and 
make the best of them. Improvements in collieries will, have to be carried out, like 
improvements in every other department of trade, gradually and Rye due re- 
gard being had to all the interests Involved. “ It is hot enough that a certain plan or 
improvement be shown to be desirable, as in many cases it would be absolutely ruin- 
ous to the owners of colliery property to force at once in an arbitrary way even ac- 
knowledged improvements upon them. Let me illustrate this point. No one will 
doubt but that it would be for the health and happiness of the community, and would 
also greatly tend to the preservation of human life, if all the streets and lanes of our 
towns and cities were better provided with sanitary arrangements; but will any man 
in his senses argue that therefore our towns must all be taken down and rebuilt? 
Every one knows it must, and will, be a work of time to carry out these acknowledged 
improvements. So it is in the working of collieries, It is very easy for persons who 
have never had the practical responsibility of managing collieries, and who are not 
called upon to pay for any of their supposed improvements, to sit down and frame 
laws and rules for the management of a most important branch of British industry, 
and then put the “‘ flattering unetion to their souls’’ that they are going to prevent 
all the aceidents (or nearly so) that occur in confessedly a dangerous occupation, em- 
p) g some 250,000 is country. The fact is, it is very easy for a man 

a great philanthropist at other sons’ expense, but I have not much confi- 
dence in the sincerity or utility of that philanthropy which costs nothing to those 
who (like Mr. Mackworth) assume to themselves the almost exclusive possession of 
this truly Christian virtue. 

In conclusion, I am sorry to have been compelled in this communication to be some- 
what personal, but Mr. Mackworth may thank himself for this. ‘It would have been

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NEGLECTED MINERALS. 


Sin,— Your clever correspondent, “‘C, D.,”” some weeks since, in your Journal, re- 
ferred to my work on mining, res g the throwing away large quantities of silver 
ores. My attention has this week been drawn to the subject from a case in point, 
The gossan of a mine with wiiich I am connected had been thrown away as valueless, 
but by an assay has been proved to contain 36 ozs. of silver tothe ton, This disco- 
very is of importance, as the gossan may. be wrought and conveyed to port cheaply. 
it is by no meuns an isolated case; the fact is, not only have large quantities of silver 
been thrown away through ignorance, but other equally valuable minerals, though 
produced, are not known or appreciated. F ‘ 

More than 20 years ago I visited a lode in Botallack Mine, which yielded carbonate 
of bismuth of the finest quality, and would pay handsomely at present prices ; so easily 
was this ore fused, that we could run the metal out in the flame of the candle we car- 
ried. This lode was a source of profit to a clever mineralogist, named James Wall, 
who got bis living by rambling over the rocks at Wheal Cock cairn, and from mine 
to mine procuring specimens of rare minerals forsale. The then captain, N.Grenfell 
(lately a d), idered it of no value. On a recent visit, being desirous to pro- 
cure a specimen for a friend, Captain Harvey produced two pieces, about 1 oz, each, 
and informed me the lode had been untouched for years. 

Nickel and cobalt only now begin to be regarded as important products. At St. 
Austell Consols these ores form the leading features of the mine, and at Dowgas (the 
adjoining mine) they have also raised these ores to the value of 170/., from a very 
small space, In the former mine they are now saving the ore of uranium ; I believe 
it will be the first ever sent to market from Cornwall, and may lead to important re- 
sults, Capt. Williams deserves the highest credit for the exertions he has made in, 
introducing these ores to notice, and I hope his example will be extensively followed. 

I have heard there is now a demand for wolfram; this ore may be found in Corn- 
wall, and by diligent search may be met with in quantities to pay for working. There 
is a fine vein at the back of St. Michael’s Mount, to be seen at low water, in very great 
spring tides, May not this be traced into the cliffs near Wheal Neptune? 

The establishment of the Mining School will doubtlessly do much to prevent the 
waste of valuable ores, but it behoves the captain of. every mine to know the use of 
the blow-pipe and chemical tests, by which he may detect most of the metals. I: any 
doubt arise, he can then apply to a more accomplished assay master, Much remains 
to be done in this branch of mining, and your bringing the subject before your readers 
may prove a powerfal auxiliary to its accomplishment.

PRACTICAL MINE MANAGEMENT.—No..I, 


Sin, — Having long known, and been an unfortunate adventurer in, the most pro- 
ductive and interesting mining district in the three ping rns and of which, it must 
be admitted, Thomas’s Geological Map is comprised, I have ever seen that the al- 
leged mysteries are impositions. All depends upon management, honest and legiti- 
mate Working pn the course of the lode, with a sufficient supply of surface-water for 
condensing the engines and cleaning the ores, Water was ever scarce ; for, prior to 
the application of steam, it was required to drain the mines by wheel-machinery. 
The springs in the lower grounds must have been cut down in the earlier ages of 
mining ; Poidice, St. Day, &c., were without surface-water Me herby 1686, as stated 
in Gilbert’s Parish History, as was also ‘‘ the land of springs,” Trevince, in Gwennap. 
Pryce’s Mineralogica Cornubiensis states ;—‘‘ The number of the stamping mills ad- 
jacent to the mines, the value of the water for the various ablutions of the ores, ren- 
der every small rivulet of considerable consequence,” Hence, t rents were then 
(1778) paid for driving an engine wheel ; the streams were small and scanty, and so 
close to the seashore, thatan extensive accumulation of water was prevented, Thus, 
the “‘ superior address” of the natives enabled them to procure tolerable supplies of 
water by driving innumerable adits. The predecessors of the present great Cornish 
miners having thus, at a great expense, under a pretence of working mines, obtained 
insufficient supplies only for their old, but present deep and productive workings, are 
cautious in allowing the concerns of the London directors to interfere with their con- 
venience, Hence the failure, through management, of the London scrip concerns, 
and the success of the great Cornish mines, This may be seen by a reference to the 
map of the district; for, from Camborne castward, to Chacewater and Tresavean 
north to Morlah, every drop of water on the surface of about 18,000 acres is most 
carefully ever there being no native streams, except what rise south of Cam- 
borne, at Forest Gate, Boleno, the rivulet by Wheal Buller, the leat to Comford from 
about Penstruthal, and the water from Blackwater. You have but to walk over the 
district, and follow the artificial leats, and see the numerous dams, and you will, I 
am sure, admit there is great management, even in the water; but you may goover 
the ground in and again, without having an idea of the extent of the shallow 
adits in the higher hills, which throughout the district are composed, not of granite, 
but gneiss, like granite composed of spar, felspar, and mica, disseminated and lami- 
nated, the matrix of copper, and all other metallic ores, as Wheal Gorland, Wheal 
Jewel, the eastern parts of Wheal Unity and Poldice, Old Wheal Damsel, Wheal 
Buller, Wheal Basset, and other productive and rich mines, fully demonstrate. Thus, 
in mining matters, management—native management—is everything.

MINING IN NORTH WALES—No. II.

In proceeding northward of the Mignant Mountains, | examined some works opened 
on a lead lode (Rhod-yr-Helen) bearing west from the Gamalt Silver-Lead Mines, 
north-east of Festiniog. ‘This lode runs almost in connection with the mountain 
stream proceeding from the beautiful lake Lyn-y-Gamalt, near the mines. The 
marshy nature of the plane, like a valley on both sides of this stream, will, I fear, pre- 
vent those necessary trials of depth to prove this lode sufficiently by that mode of 
working hitherto used, The ore already raised is rich in silver, and its accompanying 
allies, quartz and carbonate of lime, as well as that lead-bearing blue clay-slate in 
which the lode runs, and which working miners like to find in a lead country, are 
cnecereanng to make trials of greater extent and depth than yet made, and which, I 
should hope, would be successful. The stream could readily be made available to 
work a wheel, &c., of any required power, as the water could be carried by shoots 
from the lakes on the hi; round tagthe wheel for that purpose, the site of which, as 
well as the trial engine-shaft, should be at a distance, north of the stream and the 
present works, of about 30 fms. In sinking, as favourable indications might offer. 
cross-cuts could be driven to cut the lode for trial at different depths, which, if found 
productive, would enhance the value of the mine, and encourage further progress. 
The Gamalt Mines and estate, until lately the property of Robert Lloyd, Esq., of 
Festiniog, but now, I believe, of the Messrs, Carson, bankers, &c., are valuable, as 
containing a lead mine of considerable extent, and slate and slab veins of a fine qua- 
lity.

MINING OPERATIONS IN IRELAND. 


Pan (PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SKIBBEREEN.] 
During my recent journey to the west I visited several mines in that district. The 
first was Leighcloon, formerly known as “‘ Roaring Water ;” in this mine but little 


has yet been done, and the large flookan, or caunter lode, is said to contain occa- 
sional bunches of ore. Mr. J. B. Lane, late of the Irish Consols Mining Company, has 
just arrived in the locality, and is about, as I was informed, to erect a machine for 
the reduction of gold quartz, with which it is reported that Leighcloon abounds ; and 
it is to be hoped that here the old adage will not be realised—viz., “* It is not all gold 
that glitters.” 

A few miles south-west of Leighcloon are the Audley Mines, which for some time 

have been idle ; this is to be regretted, as from several authentic sources I have 
en informed that some of the Audloy Mines, if economically worked, present every 
indication of success. It is also a matter of regret that these mines should have been 
commenced in a most extravagant manner some three years since, and machinery or- 
dered, ing to th ds of pounds, that was never required—some of which, 
it appears, was recently tr hipped to the facturers, at a heavy loss, no doubt, 
to all parties concerned, and the result is that the concerns were swamped by gross 
extravagance and mismanagement as soon as they were commenced. 

About three miles north, and parallel with the Audley Mines, is Ballydehob, or, 
newly named, the South Cork Mines. It appears that a company was formed about 
three years ago to work this mine, and a capital raised of 20,0007. ; but whether this 
capital as real or imaginary I cannot say, but every person in the vicinity of the 
mine appears to be well aware that not one-fourth of 20,000/. has been expended on 
or in the mine. However, the capital seems to have made itself wings to fly away, 
and be no more seen. With regard to the London management of the concern, i know 
nothing further than the reports from time to time of meetings in the Mining Journal, 
in the last Number of which I saw a letter from St. Pierre Foley, C.E. and M.E., &c., 
urging the shareholders to look after their own property ; but the learned gentle- 
man seems to forget that it is too late to shut the stable door after the horse has 
bolted. The mining agent, I am informed, is an experienced miner, and has been 
thwarted in his plana ter the proper working of the mine by a person unacquainted 
with mining pursuits, and who it is said is nearly connected by marriage with one 
of the promoters of the ganar. . 

Four miles south-west of Ballydehob we find Coosh Mine, situated at the east 
side of Schull Harbour. The formation of a company, with a capital of 20,0007. to 
work this mine, is pretty well known to some members of the Stock Exchange; but 
as regards the operations at the mines, it appears that a heavy expenditure has been 
incurred in clearing and timbering old workings, sinking new surface shafts, erect- 
ing horse-whims, and various other works, which have hitherto been attended with 
anything but profitable results. Whether the unprofitable working of the mine arises 
from want of jadgment or economy, I do not pretend to form an opinion, but it is 
reported in the locality that the “local director,” who visite the mine every month, 
and the mining agents, do not pull well together. A “local director,” however, is 
supposed to be thoroughly conversant With all mining operations, and so is the mining 
agent, and this being the case, it is frequently remarked in Schull that there isa local 
direetor and two mining agents in Coosheen Mine employed to do the work of one 
efficient person. Probably the London directors will explain to their constituents 
the cause of such a large staff in so small a mine. Economy seems to be not the or- 
der of the day. f 

Proceeding some 10 or 12 miles west from Coosheen, we arrive ata group of mines, 
comprising Irish Consols, Crookhaven, Brow Head, and Dhurode. Irish Consols is 
hors de combat, and so is Crookhaven. At Brow Head, a long discussion has re- 
centiy taken place relating to the geological formation and mineral character of the 
district, which at length comes to the decision that the ** Huttonian” system and po- 
sition was untenable ; that the local director was not the right man in the right place ; 
and that the mining agent should be no longer controlled by an incompetent autho- 
rity. The information I obtained at Dhurode Mine would afford ample materials for 
a separate article, and in the present I must needs confine myself to a few brief facts. 
The gold stamping apparatus, when applied to the reduction of copper ore, is so far 
a dead failure; the quality of the ore, however, after paasing through the gold stamp- 
ing machine, is reported to be so exceedingly rich that the engineer ordered a num- 
ber of wooden spoons and ladles to be made, to scoop it up and prevent its escape, 
but the quantity is very minute. The stopes on the stulls (vide reports in Mining 
Journal) are said to be exhausted, and from various sources I was informed there 
is little else left to stope. The mine has been sunk some 30 fms. below the deep adit, 
and reported upon by competent authorities, acquainted with the district, and from 
all I can learn none of the inspectors beld out any encouragement that the mine would 
ever pay the expense of working; recent workings, however, I am informed, have 
been carried on upwards instead of downwards—a new feature certainly in muvieg. 
The shareholders, no doubt, think highly of the concern, as a correspondent states in 
the last Journal that the bi-monthly meetings had ceased, in consequence of so few 
shareholders only having attended the last. An interesting case of ousebreaking, 
in connection with the Dhurode Company, is to come before the barrister at the next 
sessions at Bantry, particulars of which I will furnish you shortly. 

















Tue Merionerusnire Mining AND Quarryine Company.—A pros- 
pectus has just been issued, for forming a company under the above title, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing the sett, akties, plant, and machinery, belonging to the Great 
Cambrian Mining and Quarrying Company, which isnow being wound-up in Chancery. 
The quarries have been but little worked upon, but are believed to be valuable. The 
stone is of excellent quality, and there is every facility for shipping the produce, the 
River Mawddach running at the foot of the property, At the Maestryfar sett there 
is erected the necessary machinery for working and developing the mine, with build- 
ings, dressing-floors, &c,, the whole of which cost the old company upwards of 2000/. 
The Bwicock sett, which is believed to be rich for copper, has been opened to a very 
limited éxtent only. It is a well-known fact that Merionethshire is rich for gold. 
The Maestryfar seit is situated between the Prince of Wales.and the Clogau Gola 
Mines, and adjoins the former. Mr. Harris (a gentleman well acquainted with the 
locality, and particularly with this property), with other gentlemen, will undertake 
to work a certain portion of the sett, taking upon themselves the whole expense of 
raising, calcining, crushing, and amalgamating the precious metal. The company 
is proposed to be divided into 25,000 shares, of 2s.

The Act of the present session of Parliament for amending and extending 
the jurisdiction of the Stannaties Court over Devonshire having passed, is 
now law. It provides that the jurisdiction of the Court of the Vice- Warden 
shall henceforth be extended and exercised over the county of Devon, and 
over the mines and miners therein. Jt further enacts that thé process of 
that Courtshall run in and be executory throughout the counties of Devon 
and Cornwall, and that the forms and customs of procedure, as now law- 
fully used and exercised in the Stannaries of Cornwall (subject, never- 
theless, to such amendments or provisions as are contained in, or may be 
authorised by the Act, and to all other lawful rules and orders of the Court), 
shall henceforth be adopted, used, and enforced, in and throughout the 
Stannaries and county of Devon, and that the Stannaries of the two counties 
shall be and become for the purposes of stannary jurisdiction one entire 
district, It is then further provided that the present and all future Vice- 
Wardens of the Stannaries shall be Vice- Wardens of the Stannaries of and 
for both counties, and shall have therein the like powers, privileges, au- 
thority, and jurisdiction over and in respect of mines and miners, and 
causes touching the same, in Devon as in Cornwall; and all miners and 
others interested in mincs in Devon shall have the:privilege to sueand be 
sued at. law.and in. equity, in the Court of the Vice-Warden, and be 
amenable to that Court and to the Vice-Warden,as well by reason of the 
person as of the cause in like cases, and for like causes in and for which 
the miners and others interested in mixes in Cornwall now have sucht pri- 
vilege, or are amenable to the Court or Vice-Warden. There is, however, 
a proviso that the common Jaw jurisdiction of the Vice- Warden, wi te: ore 
of causes of action arising in Devon, shall not extend to, or be ex in; 
the county of Devon, or to or over miners therein, excepting in causes and 
in respect of matters relating to mines, or the products thereof, or work 
connected therewith, or to the working or management thereof, or the 
supply of materials, money, or necessaries, or performance of work or la- 
bour to, for, or in respect of such mines or works, or relating to the cus- 
toms of mining or miners, or to shares of interests in any mine or adven- 
ture in mines: 

The union of these two important mining countiesof Cornwall and Devon 
under the jurisdiction of the Stannaries Court is an important feature in 
modern legislation. It would be highly prudent, also, in those who‘are 
interested in mining pone in those two shires, and who are resident 
in London and elsewhere in England and Wales, beyond the limits of the 
jurisdiction, to remember that peculiar facilities are afforded by the pre- 
sent Act for service of its process, and for rendering parties amenable to 
its orders and decrees. In fact, the Vice- Warden of the Stannaries will 
henceforth be enabled to exercise lete jurisdiction over parties, no 
matter in what part of England and Wales they may be resident, in re- 
spect of all questions’relating to'mining occurring within the precincts of 
his now extended limits. Such powers cannot fail to afford stability to 
mining operations in these rich mineral districts, and the present statute 
amounts to a legislative declaration that the Stannaries jurisdiction, even 
in its hitherto restrieted form, has worked beneficially, and that its ex- 
tension would be judicious and useful. ;

There 
should still be a visiting director, whose duty would. be not to interfere 
with and cross the manager, but to suggest any improvenents which may 
strike him, and commune with him as to the best means of cerrying them 
out. Mr. Serivenor, in his communication in last week’s Jonrual, very 
justly observes, “‘ If the management be good, let it have its natuyal duties 
and powers at command ; if not, make itso. Do not surround a mona- 
ger with difficulties and annoyances, depriving him of the credit of that 
which is good, and casting upon him the whole responsibility if thin'gs 
go wrong.” Such has too often been the case, and may supply an idea uf 
one cause of the failure of iron companies while individual manufacturers 
are successful ; in the former, many masters and contradictory orders pa-
